IlfeEGTICOS  DISEASES 


It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  no  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  during  the  yea 
in  spite  of  the  comparatively  poor  response  to  the  facilities  available  for  the 
immunization  of  children.  Once  again  I feel  bound  to  stress  the  obligation  on 
parents  to  have  their  children  protected.  In  my  view  it  is  part  of  their  duty  as 
those  responsible  for  their  children's  welfare  to  use  the  means  available  for 
immunization  against  Smallpox,  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Gough  and  Poliomyelitis,  all  of 
which  in  the  past  have  been  noted  causes  of  deaths  in  children  and  could  be  again. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Measles  was  due  to  a country-wide 
incidence  of  this  disease. 


Work  on  the  nev/  sewage  disposal  works  to  serve  Hathersage,  which  commenced  at 
the  end  of  1958,  was  completed  during  the  year,  the  cost  of  the  works  ariounting  to 
over  £30,000,  It  is  unfortunate,  however,  that  the  new  v/orks  have  not  functioned 
as  satisfactorily  as  was  hoped,  but  they  should  be  satisfactory  when  further 
improvements  have  been  ca.rried  out. 

Final  approval  was  given  to  the  design  of  the  sewers  and  sev/age  disposal  works 
for  the  new  Derwent  Valley  Sev^erage  Scheme  serving  the  parishes  of  Baslow,  Calver, 
Gurbar,  Pilsley,  Froggatt,  Stoney  Middleton  and  Eyam,  Tenders  for  carrying  out 
the  works  were  being  received  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  position  with  regard  to  the  remaining  sewerage  works  in  the  district  is 
substantially  the  same  as  reported  to  you  in  previous  years. 

The  acute  shortage  of  labour  for  the  maintenance  of  sewage  works  still  gives 
rise  for  concern.  This,  coupled  with  the  type  of  works,  does  nothing  to  ease  the 
responsibility  of  keeping  the  works  in  a reasonably  satisfactory  condition. 

HOUSING 

There  was  again  a small  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  built  by  the  Council 
during  the  year  - 33  as  against  20  in  1959. 

r'ourteen  were  built  at  Hathersage,  nine  at  Stoney  Middleton  and  ten  at 
Tideswell,  The  majority  of  the  houses  were  used  for  re-housing  people  out  of 
unfit  houses  v/hich  had  been  the  subject  of  action  under  the  Housing  Acts, 
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HOUSIJ'jG  conoinued. . . . 


An  increase  in  private  building  was  shown,  49  houses  being  completed  as  against 
24  in  1959,  the  village  and  numbers  being;-  Gurbar  5,  Hathersage  21,  Great  Longstone 
8,  Tideswell  3,  Grindleford  4,  Bradwell  3,  and  Taddington,  Priestcliffe , Ashford, 
Galver  and  Youlgreave  1 each. 

The  number  of  standard  and  discretionary  improvement  grant  applications 
received  again  showed  a big  increase  with  total  payments  on  inprovement  work 
completed  during  1960  ainountint^  to  £11,464.  Appended  at  the  rear  of  the  report 
are  graphs  shov/ing  the  general  trend. 

V/ATER  SUPPLY  I960 

In  the  early  months  of  1960,  rainfall  was  very  slight  and  tov/ards  tho  end  of 
June,  it  appeared  that  restrictions  on  the  use  of  water  v/ould  be  necessary  through- 
out the  district.  Indeed,  temporary  restrictions  did  have  to  be  enforced  in 
Froggatt  and  Gurbar. 

Prom  July  onwards,  hov/ever,  the  rainfall  exceeded  the  normal  average,  and  v/ith 
the  consequence  of  increased  yield  and  lov/er  demand,  restrictions  on  consumption 
were  avoided. 

The  following  improvement  senemes  were  carried  out  during  the  year:- 

(a)  Hathersage  and  Qutseats  including  the  laying  of  new  mains,  covering  in  of  the 
storage  reservoir  and  the  changeover  of  source  to  the  ferv/ent  Valley  V/ater 
Board's  supply. 

(b)  The  Edensor  and  Pilsley  augnentation  scheme,  which  enables  supplies  to  be 
taken  from  Baslow  in  times  of  low  spring  yield  at  Sdensor  was  completed  in 
August. 

(c)  Gurbar  improvements  including  the  laying  of  a main  from  Stoke  Flat  to  Gurbar 
Reservoir  by  wliich  the  village  supply  can  be  augmented  in  cases  of  emergency. 

The  water  supply  to  xhe  village  of  Rowsley  v/as  taken  over  by  the  Council  from 
the  Belvoir  Estates  on  11th  Jaixiary,  1960,  and  considerable  maintenance  7;ork  was 
put  in  hand  on  fittings.  Necessitated  by  the  inadequate  and  corroded  state  of  the 
mains,  an  improvaaent  and  rna-in  replacement  scheme  was  commenced  in  December. 

Water  consumption  throughout  the  district  continues  to  rise  largely  due  to 
the  provision  of  modern  toilet  facilities  and  building  development. 

This  is  particularly  the  case  in  Hathersage,  Froggatt,  Gurbar  ahd  Longstone 
where  the  bulk  of  housing’  development  is  in  progress,  and  the  stage  will  soon  be 
reached  where  main  replacement  will  be  necessary  to  meet  the  demand  in  the  Stoke 
Plat  area  of  supply.
